HANNIBAL, Mo., July.6.—Once more the 
Stillwell murder case has become a subject 
for common discussion. . Hannibal - has 
heard the changes rung upon it, re-echoed 
back from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
Coasts, yet it will not down. Ever since 
the day, now verging on seven years ago, 
that Amos J. Stillwell, the wealthy pork 
packer of this city, was murdered in his 
bed, it has come to the surface ‘from 
time to time, then been forgotten until cir- 
cumstances of one kind or another forced 
it again to the front. This time t he cause 
for its renewal, discussion and wonder at its 
mystery is the arrival in this city of Dr. J. 
G. Hearne of San Diego, Cal, who married 
Stillwell’s widow less than a year-after the 
murder. 

The reason for his coming is that Editor 
De Young of the San Francisco Chronicle, 
and his San Diego correspondent, J. F. 
Blunt, became too positive that Hearne 
knew something of the crime and printed 
Statements that are libelous under law. 
Dr. Hearne sued them for $100,000 ages 
and is here with his attorney, Judge E. 
Hendrix of San Diego, to attend to the tak- 
ing of depositions in the case. 

As additional food for gossip is the pretty 
positive assertion that the Grand Jury of 
Marion County, which assembled here yes- 
terday, had again taken up the Stillwell 
case, with prospects of returning a true bill 
/@gainst the author of the tragedy. Added 
to this is the withdrawal a week ago of the 
$10,000 reward offered by the murdered 
man’s son, Richard H. Stillwell, for the 
conviction. of the murderer—and this with- 
out explanation—and it is hardly to be won- 
dered at that the people of the city are in a 
state of great expectancy. : 

The taking of the depositions will begin 
next Wednesday. The suit in which they 
are being taken was filed in January, 
1895, in California. ‘The article on which it 
was based appeared in the San Francisco 
‘Chronicle under a San Diego date line and

Col. Robert & MacDonald, the well-known 
attorney, was made defendant in a $100,000 
damage and betrayal suit in the .Circuit 
Court yesterday. Mr. MacDonald, in addi- 
tion to being one of the best known criminal 
and ‘civil practitioners in St. Louis in his 
day, but now nominally retired with a fort- 
une, is well connected. He is the brother 
of the well-known sculptor, Wilson Mac- 
Donald, who molded the Grant statue that 
now stands on Twelfth street, between 
Olive and Locust. He is also the brother 
of Emmett MacDonald, arrested in St, Louis 
at the inception of the Civil War and who, 
when asked to take the oath of allegiance 
to the United States Government, refused 
and took the matter to the United States 
Supreme Court. The court held that the 
Government had no right to demand such 
an oath and ordered his release. He after- 
wards entered the Confederate Army and 
was killed at Hartsville, Mo., in a fight that 
took place there. 

The issue he raised at the time he was 
arrested attracted the attention of the na- 
tion.

McDonald is Louise Watkins, who is said to 
have stood well in social circles prior to 
her alleged experience with the lawyer.

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THE RECKLESSNESS OF SELFISHNESS.’’. 


President Cleveland wrote a true and 
striking sentence in his Tammany letter 
when, contrasting the past with the pres- 
ent, he remarked: “Our danger is found 
in the recklessness of selfishness and in- 
sidious appeals to passion and thought- 
lessness.“ 

But where is “the recklessness of 
selfishness” which is endangering the 
welfare of the country to be found? Cer- 
tainly not in the mass of the people, 
who are demanding the enforcement of 
just laws for their protection and the 
repeal of unjust laws which give the 
few advantage over the many. 

The President knows well that the reck- 
lessness of selfishness is found in the 
combinations of capital which are de- 
fying and violating the laws and cor- 
rupting Legislatures and courts to gain 
greedy ends. He knows, too, that reck- 
less selfishness is dominating our mon- 
etary system and so manipulating it 
that the Government and the people are 
being squeezed in the grasp of a powerful 
combine of financiers. 

Mr. Cleveland knows also that the reck- 
less selfishness which he denounces as 
a menace to the American people has 
found a strong bulwark in his Adminis- 
tration. His Attorney-General, whom he 
has selected for special honor, has shield- 
ed the selfish combinations of capital from 
the law. He and his Secretary of the 
Treasury are giving effective support to 
the combineof financiers who are working 
the money market for vast fortunes. 

If there have been @ppeals to passion 
and thoughtlessness they have been 
prompted by the triumph of wrong and 
the shielding of injustice in high places. 
The way to avoid passion and thought- 
lessness on the part of the people is not 
to cry out against their efforts to set 
things right, but to set them right. There 

‘will be no danger of popular passion 
when justice prevails, 
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THOSE UNFULFILLED PROMISES. 


The unprecedented scramble for place 
which is the distinctive feature of the 
‘Republican municipal administration will 

not be such a bad thing if it leads to an 
‘exemplary enforcement of the Corrupt 
, Practices Act. , 
There are rumors of troubie among 
‘the unplaced 4,000. Mutiny has raised its 
horrid front in the army of the unem- 
ployed politicians, The seckers are many 
and the rewards few. The hopes they 
‘cherished have vanished. The prom- 
es they clung to with tender solici- 


mission to influences that are hostile to 
the wishes of Missouri Democrats and 
totally indifferent to the party’s welfare, 
provided only their selfish ends can be 
gained.

Mr. Maffitt of the action taken and of 
their desire for à reconvening of the Stato 
Committee and the calling of a State Con- 
vention. 

The Post-Dispatch indorses this advice 
as wise. There are some twenty-five or 
thirty counties whose action s been fa- 
vorable to a convention, h which have 
not yet notified Mr. Me? in the precise 
form which he has p #:ribed. This no- 
tification should be at to him without 
delay, and if this done a meeting of

A TRIUMPH OF COMMON SENSE. 


The Board of Managers of the House 
of Refuge has come to a sensible con- 
clusion in the matter of holding religious 
services in the institution. 

The principle laid down in the report 
adopted by the Board that no church 


all are subject to the authority of the 
State and hold services by sufferance 
only, is sound. Proceeding upon this safe 
ground, the report recommends the adop- 
ee ee that will admit all dg- 
nominations to the privilege of holding 
services in the Refuge upon terms of 
‘perfect equality. It recommends giving 
the inmates \opportunities for religious 
instruction in accordance with the choice 
of their parents as far as that is possi- 
ble and the Holding of general services 
for all the inmates. No church is to be 
admitted to any special privileges. 

This arrangement meets the moral and 

religious needs of thd inmatés and is fair 
to all denominations. It is so clearly the 
right solution of the question that there 
is cause for wonder that Supt. Bristol 
should have made it necessary for the 
Board to enforce it. 
The action that caused the controversy 
over the rights of churches in the insti- 
tution was a piece of stupidity. It ts to 
be hoped that this is the last of foolish- 
ness of that sort

A midsummer night’s dream was wired 
from Chicago last night to the effect that 
the Western Republican Senators had 
agreed upon a plan to force the election 
of a free silver President. 

The story goes that thése Senators 
claim that they can control the delega- 
tions from ten Western States and will 
go into the Republican National Con- 
vention with the delegations solid for sil- 
ver. They will demand the nomination 
of a silver man and the adoption of a sil- 
ver platform. If the convention refuses 
to concede their demands they will bolt 
in a body and knock at the door of the 
Democratic Convention. If the Demo-

My first 
cartridge resembled a turnip rather than 
the trim cylinders from the Federal arsen- 
als and would not take a gun on any terms. 
But we soon learned the trick, and at the 
close range at which our next battle was 
fought our home-made ammunition proved 

as effective as the best.“ 


The “next battle” happened to be that of 
Wilson's Creek, fought against the regular 
soldiers of the United States, and here is a 
description of the men who won it: 

Many of them had not even enlisted, but 
had only come out to fight; thousands of 
them had not been organized into regi- 
ments; many of them were unarmed; none 
of them were uniformed; very few of them 
had been drilled. Their arms were mostly 
shotguns and rifies, and théy had no other 


equipments of any kind; no tents at all; no 


supplies of any sort and no depots from 
which to draw subsistence or clothing or 
ammunition, or anything. They had no 
muster rolls and they made no morning re- 
ports. They bivouacked in the open air; 
they subsisted on the ripening corn, and 
they foraged their horses on the prairie 
grass. 

In all their motley array there was hard- 
ly a uniform to be seen, and then and 
throughout all the brilliant campaign on 
which they were about to enter there was 
nothing to distinguish thelr officers, even 
a general, from the men in the ranks, save 
a bit of red flannel or a piece of cotton 
cloth fastened to the shoulder or to the arm 
of the former. Among them there was 
hardly a man who could not read and write 
and who was not more intelligent than the 
great mass of American citizens; not one 
who had not voluntarily abandoned his 
home, with all its tender ties, and thrown 
away all his possessions, and left father and 
mother, of wife and children, within the 
enemy's lities, that he might himself stand 
by the South in her hour of great peril and 
help her to defend her melds and her fire- 
Sides.“ 

And yet that motley army never met one 
defeat in all of the four years’ fighting, 
and it is recorded of their great battle at 
Willson’s Creek: Never before, consider- 
ing the numbers, engaged, had so bloody a 
battle been fought upon American soll: and 
seldom has @ bloodier one been fought on 
any modern field.”

So heavy be- 
came the fall of rain that those who had 
taken refuge on the hillside were almost 
unable to keep from washing away or 
drowning where they stood. Houses which 
withstood the flood for an hour finally gave 
way and washed down with the torrent. 
Hundreds of people could be seen clinging 
to housetops, trees or wreckage. The scene 
resembled in many respects a ship-wreck. 

The struggling people cried piteously for 
help and no one was there“o render aid. 
Mothers and father,’ in efforts to save their 
childjen were themselves swept away by the 
current and the strongest men were fort- 
unate to be able to save themselves. The 
strength of the current was fortunate for 
many, for they were thrown by the waves 
* r of safety. 

hen finally the torrent subsided to some 
extent those who had escaped turned their 
attention to the work of rescue. By 
o'clock in the morning nearly all of those 
who were alive had been rescued and the 
streets of the town were again free from 
water. 

Many persons were in their night cloth- 
ing and nearly everyone was more or less 
injured by bruises or broken limbs. The 
scene after the waters subsided was one of 
devastation. No fires could be built And 
the night air became very cold, many peo- 
ple were almost frozen to death.

There is no 
limit to his ambition. He has married his 
daughters into ducal families in France. 
One daughter married the young Duke de 
Morny, the son of the half-brother of Na- 
poleon. But Blanco cannot corrupt the 


leaders of the young Venezuelan party, 
which stands for independence, ejection 
of the English from the soil of the country 
and reforms in national institutions. Fam- 
ilies descended from noble families of 
Spain are giving their support to the liberal 
cause, especially theeyounger members. 
What Blanco's agents are doing in Co- 
lumbia and Ecuador is only a matter of 
rumor. It is his policy to buy off his oppo- 
nents, now that no one cares for is 
threats. 

His rule drove hundreds of the leading pol- 
iticilans into exile, some dying in erty in 
the United States, Mexico and France. 
Since he left here for France he has cher- 
ished the idea of returning, and since the 
death of President Nunez of Colombia, 
schemes of imperial magnitude have been 
floating in his brain. He is an able, coura- 
geous and daring man with insatiable am- 
bition. 


Next to the great liberator of Venezuela, 
Simon Bolivar, Blanco is the strongest 
man the country has produced. With dash, 
force and genius he is an extraordinary 
man in many ways. He was born in Caracas 
fifty-eight years ago, his father being pri- 
vate secretary to the Liberator, Simon Bolli- 
var, and at one time a member of the cabi- 
net. He became a soldier when a mere boy, 
and up to the time he was removed from 
office by the peaceful revolution of 1887 ec- 
cupled a warm place in the heart of every 
citizen, save only those who were not per- 
mitted to share in the spoils and who lon 
to have a finger in the sack. He accumuiat- 
ed an immense private fortune and is said 
to own property in every city in the Repub- 
lic. 

When Venezuela’s independence was ef- 
fected it was divided into twenty small and 
sparsely populated States, each of which 
was gove in absolute despotism by a 
military chieftain, who robbed and plun- 
dered the people under him at will. he 
Federal President was the creature of these 
chieftaths and impotent to deal with them. 
He could command neither the money nor 
the forces necessary to hold their deviltry in 
check, and for many years every attempt to 
do so led to a bloody revolution. P ents 
sprang up and fell downAn quick succession, 
a carnival of blood attending the rise and 
fall of them all. 

But when Guzman Blanco succeeded in 
attaining the Presidency (1873) these local 
military chieftains, who had ruled and rob- 
bed so atrociously for half a century, 
were one after another captured and shot 
or hanged. Their powér was utterly demol- 
ished. The country was reo into 
seven large States, and at head of 
the State Governments was put a man of 
Guzman’s own making, who well knew his 
life was not worth a ee if he d 
in the smallest particular from the execu- 

will. The result was 


Guzman himself. In these twent 
Guzman put by for a rainy da 000,000 
or $40,000,000. ut if he did well J himself 
in certain particulars he did well by his 
country also. He built railroads, he estab- 
lished schools, he erected splendid public 
buildings, he made Caracas a city of much 
beauty. He allowed other people to get 
rich without too severe an exaction u 
their capital and industry and better 

all else, Ee killed off a numerous body of 
political rascals. 

When Blanco came into power there were 
no docks, no railroads, no roads save those 
built by the early settlers, no parks—noth- 
ing that tended to indicate the presence of a 
civilized race.

Tale of Distress Told by the Colima 
Survivors. 


— — 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 6—The Act- 
ing Secretary of State has received a sup- 
plemental report of United States Consul 
Battle, at Acapulco, Mexico, dated June 21, 
giving further détails in regard to the 
survivors of the Colima. He went to 


Manzanzillo on the th ult, for the purpose 
of relieving the s crew from the 
American schooner Hayes, and fortunately 
found the five men who were on life raft 
No. 2 from the lost vessel. They landed 
safely about sixty miles south of Manzan- 
illo after battling with the elements for four 
days and three nights without food or wa- 


ter. , 

“T have questioned all of them,” said the 
consul, as to the causes and incidents that 
led to the loss of the Colima and all agree 
that ‘a hurricane was blowing at the ti 
and the sea very rough, and that the squal 
and heavy swell came upon them suddenly 
and none had time to prepare for the inevit- 
able. Some of them declare that in their 
judgment the deck loads contributed to 
the ships capsizing. The newspapers have 
published some ve sensational stories 
about this sad a „ which in some in- 
stances did a great injustice to the Mexi- 
cans along the coast, for instead of rob- 
bing the dead, they have exhibited humane 
and noble feeling that could not sur- 
passed by any people on the earth. They 
were the first to welcome the ten survivors 
that went ashor® on life rafts and met them 
on the beach hungry and famished, and di- 
vided their rations with them as long as 
they remained.“

A THIRD TERM. 


Maj. Handy Says That President Cleve- 
land Is After It. 


NEW YORK, July 6—Maj. Handy has 
the following in to-day’s Mail and Express: 
Those who are on the inside in Demo- 
cratic councils have little doubt that Gro- 


ver Cleveland is a candidate for a third 
term, precedent to the contrary notwith- 
standing. Cleveland gives no sign, and no 
one in his Cabinet has a word to say on 
the ject, but here sud there at ts 
fron a N 


t by 
an in tion that is sufficient to put the 
Cleveland men on their guard and keep 
them from committing themselves to other 
candidates. Gen. Charles H. Taylor of 
Boston has been quoted this week as say- 
ing that if Cleveland wishes the nomina- 
tion he can get it without trouble. This 
is not so significant, however, as Gen. 
Taylor’s declaration that the objection of 
any man having a third term would not stop 
him. The anti-third term legend is sure to 
go by the board some time, he says, and if 
Cleveland should intimate he wants it I feel 
satisfied he would get it. Gen. Taylor pro- 

oses to have a candidate of his own in 
Russell of Massachusetts, but enters him 
with dimdence and subject of course to the 
declination of Cleveland to come forward 
and save the eee again, for ‘Savior of 
the Country’ is to be the cry. Cleveland 
is always saving the country from some- 
thing, but does not file his claim until the 
danger is pretty well over. This time he 
is credited with the victory of sound money 
over the free silverites. The keynote is 
sounded by the most faithful of White 
House echoes, the Baltimere Sun.” 

Taking Kentucky as the text, the writer 
says: 

“The resulta thus obtained have been 
reached by President Cleveland and his 
advisers with but little aid from the prom- 
inent leaders in Congress and in the face of 
the secret opposition of most of them at 
one time or another. 

“Tt is not explained whether the victory 
was over the nomination of a silver shriek- 
er or a shirking platform. “The wisdom of 
Cleveland’s leadership’ is insisted on as 
entitling him to party indorsement and 
support. His former victories are recount- 
ed and the country’s debt insisted on, 
and we are delicately assured in conclusion 
that no candidate is possible to the Dem- 
ocracy who does not command the party’s 
united support as Cleveland did in 1892. 
Throughout the West and South officehold- 
ers doing such missionary work as seems 
safe to do. On the other hand, having 
traveled over the country the last few 
months, I record the inion that Cleve- 
land was never so y supported in his 
own party as t . With the present 
feeling toward him the Republicans would 
have @ walk-over next year. The idol has 
fallen from the altar.

BLBCTRICAL BICYCLES. 


Wizard Edison Believes Such a Thing 
Is Possible. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 6.—Wizard Edison has 
not yet invented an electrical attachment 


for propelling bicycles. When asked about 
it he said: What could have started such 


a report?’ I have been experimenting with 
an attachment to a bicycle for my own 


use, and for 
had time A 
about one-sixth of 
mile from my iaboratory, and eighty feet 
higher cn the mountain, so in order to save 
myself a heavy pull when I went home in 
the middle of the day I designed a heavy 
spring large enough, which was to be wound 
up by power from my engine and attached 
to the bicycle before I sarted up the hill, 
I v@inted this to supply most of the ener- 
gy. There was nothing electrical about it. 
It was a mechanical construction. It is in 
my laboratory, and I have not worked at 
it for some time. I expect to spend the 
summer here getting my iron plant run- 
ning. By the way, haven't you often won- 
dered why springs are not made use of 
in bicycles as accumulat@s of energy? It 
would de easy to adapt it to cycles. The 
device could be so arranged that when rid- 
ing on the level or down hill the rider could 
wind it to its limit by throwing a spring. 
Then when a hill was to be climbed he 
could turn on the power and let the sp 
give some of the energy stored in it. 
don't see why this could not be done. I 
believe that the system of driving tricycles 
by storage batteries and electric motors 
will be in use in a short time. Storage bat- 
teries have not yet been discovered power- 
ful and light enough to be carried on bicy- 
cles, but I believe that they will be made 
to weigh not over 1 nds that could 
send a bicycle or t 6 twenty-five miles 
and return. A motor welghing twenty 
pounds would probably be large enough to 
attain with this size battery a fair speed on 
the level. A few years will probably see the 
system applied to trucking goods in city 
streets. 1 don’t doubt that for w 
matches the e principle will be util- 
ized in pneumatic shoes, having rubber 
soles, inflated with air. A hard walk could 
be made with much greater speed than 
has yet been made. Of course the shoes 
would have to be made so as to avoid clum- 
siness or execessive weight. I believe it 
is a matter of a few years before hund 
of miles of special bicycle roads willl be 
bullt with single line trolley wires over- 
head. Riders will have motors on their 
wheels, which can receive current from the 
wires by trolleys so that quick spins may” 
be taken. This would open a new field 
of pleasure to the devotees of the wheel.“

This law. was 
enacted by the Forty-second Congress with 
a two-thirds Republican majority in the 
House and Senate and was approved by a 
Republican President.

ists. The continuance of the gold standard 
will enrich the gold mine owners and im- 
poverish the people. The reatoration of sil- 
ver will 21 the value ot our silver 
product at home and abroad, equalize the 
rofits of both gold and silver mine owners, 
mmensely lighten the burdens of the people 
and restore in the end permanent prosperity. 
The gold advocates flippantly charge tha 
we, who favor restoring by law the stand- 
ard dollar to the place it held by law for 
eighty years under the ascendency of Dem- 
ocratic principles, want a dishonest, cheap 
60-cent dollar, and that they want “sound 
money,“ which they have never dared to 
define.

A strug- 
gle for the possession of gold at ere arose 
etween the great nations, because anybody 
could see that if $3,200,000,000 of silver coin 
were defhonetized and 8,500, 000, 000 of gold 
coin made the sole standard, it would enor- 
mously add to the value of gold, and the 
Bank of France, the Bank of England and 
the Imperial Bank of Germany at once 
commenced asping for gold in whatever 
form. Therefore, what we have observed 
recently is not so much a fall of silver as 
it is a rise of gold, the tnevitable effect of a 
fear of the demonetizgation of silver.“ 

Senator Sherman in his letter of July 14, 

1878, to Mr. Groesbeck, one of our delegates 
7 * Peris monetary conference in 1878, 
said: 
“During the monetary conference in Paris 
when silver in our country was excluded 
from cireulation by being undervalued, I 
was strongly in favor of a single standard 
of gold. At that time the wisest among us 
did not anticipate the sudden fall of ver 
or the rise of gold that has occurred.

Secretary Oarksle and the gold advocates 
assert that the fall in the price of silver 
was not due to the legislation complained of, 
but to an enormous overproduction, Mr. 
Carlisle compares the annual average pro- 
duction of five years preceding 1878, with the 
one year 1898, knowing, as he does, that the 
product of any one year has no perceptible 
effect upon the entire existing stook of such 
metal.

The 
have never been produc in unlimite 
quantities, like iron, lead, copper, ine and 
most other metals. Hence, no people have 
ever been flooded with gold and silver or 
either. Linked together as equals in money 
use for 185 years prior to 1 they main- 
tained a most remarkably stable ratio dur- 
ing great changes in relative producti 
sometimes 75 per cent of silver to 25 per cen 
gold and then 75 per cent gold to % per cent 
silver. Link them together again by our 
lawn, as yokefellows and balances to each 
other, as we had them prior to 1878, and try 
them again. If they prove unequally yoked 
or too unevenly balanced we can readjust 
their relative positions. There is no possible 
danger that we shall ever have too much 
irredeemable money of final payment and 
redemption, either of both gold and silver 
or of silver or gold. Infinite wisdom and 
power has so distributed these precious 
metals in the earth that all the people com- 
bined cannot find them or either of them in 
unlimited quantities or in greater quantities 
than they can use for money. Search the 
world’s records from the d when Adam 
and Eve were driven. from e Garden of 
Eden and you will not find a nation that has 
had more gold and silver, or either, than it 
could N use. 

Thus give us back our Democratic bimetal- 
lic system by restoring by our laws the sil-

A Moderate Gain in the Chicago 
Wheat Market. 


THE CLOSE NOT STARTLING. 


Crop Prospects Caused Declines in Corn 
and Oats, and Provisions Showed 
Little Change. 


CHICAGO, July 6—The wheat market 
was firm to-day, but not very active and 
the actual gain in price at the close was 
only %c per bushel. The only States which 


could have matertally brought up the 
average are now complaining of damage of 
their own—California, Washington, Oregon, 
the Dakotas and Minnesota all sending 
complaints to-day. Corn yielded to the in- 
fluence of the next crop prospects and de- 
clined % per bushel and oats lost *. 
Provisions show very little change. The 
change in the value of wheat over yester- 
day was not very material at the start, but 
such as it was is indicated more confiderice 
in present prices. For the first time this 
season the weather in the Northwest could 
be called distinctly unfavorable for tht 
spring wheat, leaving out the slight touch 
of frost experienc about three weeks 
ago. It raiped over a considerable area of 
the spring wheat region and where it did 
not rain a high temperature prevailed. 
The Liverpool market was quoted d lower 
on account of improvement of French 
wheat prospects, it was said, but more like- 
ly due to yesterday’s weakness here. Busi- 
ness in the pit — of the same local and 
light character that has prevailed all week, 
but the slight improvement which marked 
the opening transactions was maintained 
and added to. Sept opened at from 70%c to 
70%c, advanced gradually to 71%@7l%c and 
closed at Tlic, as compared with 70%c 
at the end of the previous day's session. 

Rain in the Southwest was also an item 
of the day’s news, which was unfavorable 
in that it would at least delay the move- 
ment of winter wheat even if it did not per- 
manently injure the quality of such of it 
as was in shock.

The Am- 
phitrite was in some teavy weather while 
out on her Southern erulse in the Atlantic, 
and her officers report that she behaved ber- 
self in a first-class manner. The greatest 
fault founda with this mositor is the Intense 
heat of the rooms below deck and in her 
cabins. It is said that in the ward room 
where the officers live, and which Is Girectly 
over the bollers, the deck is so hot they can 
not set foot on it unless the flooris covered 
witha mat. The ventilation of the Amphi- 
trite is not all that it should be, dat t 16 
thought that this can be improved. Besides 
all her crew has been ta the Seuth where the 
climate is hot. The Amphitrite made a good 
accouat of herself at gun practice and also 
demonstrated that she is easily handied, 
The greatest compiaint that has been made 
is that she is rather undermanned to prop- 
erly perform the tests and evolutions which 
have been required of her.

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ROGUE'S GALLERY 
OF BUGS. 


Uncle Sam's Collection of De- 
structive Insects. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

The rogue’s gallery of the Agricultural 
Department hag during the present season 
been enriched by the addition of several 
pictures of offenders that are new to the 
Entomological Division. At the same time” 
@ good many old and notorious criminals 
of the insect world, those that are most au- 
Gacious and destructive in their methods, 
are at large in various parts of the country. 
They have all been black-listed, and their 
descriptions and pictures have been scat- 
tered broadcast by the Government. 

The Gypsy Moth has perhaps caused the 
most destruction and waste of money thus 
far, and it is estimated that close upon a 
half million dollars has been spent in the 
effort to stamp him out. 

The chinch bug almost upset the Agricul- 
tural Department and during the present 
season he has succeeded in keeping Secre- 
tary J. Sterling Morton awake nights. Then 
the San Jose scale has been a cause of sore 
annoyance. Almost at the time that he 
was thought to have been got under control 
the tobacco worm, the green locust and the 
cabbage bug made their appearance. On 
top of all these has come the electric light 


bug, while the goldbug and the firebug con- 
tinue at large. 

The pear tree psylia, which has deen 
causing so much destruction, has an in- 
veterate @memy.. The psylia is shadowed 
Wherever he may go by a tall, dark insect, 
which skulks behind stones and under rot- 
ten bits of wood, breathing hard and only 
waiting for a chance to fall upon his prey 
and cry, “Ah, ha! At last!“ 

The army worm flourishes mostly during 
May and June, and this year he got a start 
of several weeks in advance of his inveter- 
ate enemy. The army worm is peculiar to 
this continent, and his feeding ground ex- 
tends from Iowa to Maine. He eats wheat, 
oats and other small grains indifferently, 
but never clover, towards which he has 
some peculiar antipathy. 

Among the worst is the cotton boll weevil, 
which has now established its headquarters 
at Brownsvi Tex., menacing. the cotton 
crop of the whole Southern State An 
extraordinary thing about this creature is 
that it will live in a cotton boll, and. no- 
where else, and once secreted inside of these 
shells it is safe from enemies and snug 
and comfortable in a bed of softest down. 
The appearance of this insect is dreaded 
later in the year. 

At the present time, however, devastation 
is being wrought by countless armies of 
insects in the agricultural States of the 
West. A plague of grasshoppers almost 
seems to be upon us. 

The bug world appears to be thoroughly 
up to date, for an electric light bug has ap- 

ared. He first made his appearance a 
ew days ago in Philadelphia, and shows 
peculiar characteristics.

NEW YORK, July 4. tting through 
new city streets in the neighborhood 

of Inwood has heen the means of bringing 

to light a great number of Indian relics.

The 
latest thing found is the skeleton of a dog, 
the grave of which was made by the In- 


dians at least 200 years ago. The memory”) 


of no common dog could thus pass down 
to posterity. But this wasn’t a common 
dog. It was to the Indians what the white 
elephant is to the Siamese. It tells of great 
feast, the feast of the White’ Dog, and the 
grave of the animal gave full evidence of 
the reverence in which it was held by the 
early inhabitants of Manhattan. 

This dog is the second of its kind found 
on Manhattan Island. The animal’s bones 
were found in a conical hole. The body 
was curved and lying on its side to fit the 
hole. In the grave were oyster shells and 
pieces of Indian pottery. The shells gave 
evidence of having beén placed there while 
the oysters were yet in them. The spot 


where. the dog was found marks the site 
of an Indian feasting place. Near by is the 
old Century House. he place is known 
to antiquarians as the Two Hundred and 
Tenth street shell-heap.

e ancients quite generally were ac- 
quainted with the pigmies. Homer speaks 
of them, and they figure in many of the 
legends of antiquity. Aristotle described 
them as dwelling in Africa towards the 
source of the Nile, and it was in this very 
region that a modern explorer, Schwein- 
furth, discovered a race of dwarfs 

Schweinfurth found no horses among his 
dwarfs, but neighboring tribes had cows 
and sheep of such small size as to be truly 
liliputian. Two pigmies were brought to 
Europe and adopted by Count Miniscalchi, 
who brought them up and educated them. 
2 roved intelligent and did quite well 
in t studies. 

The pigmies of Schweinfurth, whose real 
existence has given rise to so many fables, 
call themselves Akkas. territory occu- 

led by them is of considerable extent, in 

he neighborhood of 3 deg. north latitude 
and deg. east longitude. At the time of 
the explorer’s visit they numbered nine 
distinct tribes, each having its own chief. 
Schweinfurth passed through the country 
of the Niam-Niams, and penetrated to that 
of the Monbuttos. It was at the court of a 
native king named Munza that he discov- 
ered the dwarf race. Munza maintained a 
little colony of the @warfs near his royal 
residence. At that time thé various tribes 
of Akkas had submitted to Moummeri, one 
of Munga’s vassals, who had come to render 
homage to his sovereign at the head of sev- 
eral hundred of the pigmies. Thus Schwein- 
furth had a good opportunity for studying 
them. In exchange for one of his do he 
obtained from Munza @ young male Au. 
who died subsequently of dysentery. 

Most of the data ered by Schwein- 
furth were lost in fire, including measure- 
ments and notes which could not be re- 
placed. Subsequent travelers, however, en- 
countered some of the dwarfs. Munza, hav- 
ing learned their value as objects of curi- 
osity, gave some of them from time to 
time to buyers of ivory who visited him. 
Thus an individual of the race reached 
Khartoum, sent as a present to the Gov- 
ernor of the Soudan by Emin Bey. An ex- 

lorer named Miana, following in Schwein- 

rth’s footsteps, finally arrived among the 
Monbuttos. Succumbing to the fa s of 
the journey, he died, ueathing to the 
Geographical Society of Italy two young 
Akkas, whom he had got tn exchange for a 
dog and a calf. These dwarfs, Tebo and 
Shairallah, were the ones adopted by Count 
Miniscalchi. 

After some weeks of wholesome diet 
Tebo and Chairallah lost their big stom- 
achs. The Akkas have short legs and very 
small hands. Their senses are very acute, 
and Schweinfurth speaks of their extra- 
ordinary agility. The Monbuttos say that 
the litttle men leap about in the high 
herbage like grasshoppers.

RIVAL YACHTS 
SIDE BY SIDE 


How Valkyrie III. and the De- 
fender Compare in Outline. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 4—4 great deal has 
been said about the technical differences 
between the two yachts that in all proba- 
bility will race against each other for the 
America’s cup. But new that Valkyrie III. 
and Defender are comi ted and have both 
been photographed the fference between 
them is not strikingly apparent. 

The reason for this is that racing yachts, 
as a result of the contests for this celebrated 
trophy, have steadily approached a com- 
mon model. The standard model at the pres- 
ent time, as represented by the two new 
yachts, is practically the American model 
as improved by Burgess and developed by 
Herreschoff. 

The old English model of the cutter has 
been altogether abandoned. Lord Dunra- 


ica’s cup, have more and more approached 
the typical American yacht in build and rig. 
Britannia, Ailsa and other new yachts have 
followed his lead in this particular, and 
Valkyrie III., which is now almost in rac- 
ing trim, is utterly unlike the typical Eng- 
lish cutter which we had been told was the 
highest type of naval construction. 

The resemblance between Valkyrie III. and 
the new Defender is closer than that be- 


built to eompete for the America’s cup. 
The principal reason for this is that the 
latter is a keel boat altogether with no 
even the compromise centerboard of the 
Vigilant, and her construction, if she proves 
a great success, may mark the end of the 
centerboard in racing yachts of the highest 
class. In place of a centerboard the Defend- 
er has a very deep keel, that bulges out 
near the bottom where the ballast is placed.

HOME-MAKERS. |= 


Information Concerning All of 
Their Domain. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

This is designed tor tne woman whose 
energies are at present bent upon furnish- 
ing her summer house in the most charming 
possible style for the least possible money. 

Nowadays the wise woman regards a 
summer home not so much as a luxury as a 
necessity. She does not call it an extrava- 
gance to indulge in one, but a duty. It is 
a duty which she owes her children, she 
reasons, to give them the freedom of the 
woods or the shore, the air of the mountains 
or the sea, the chance to live close to nature 
and to gather strength of body and a store 
of wholesome interests. She generally 
manages to convince herself that it is quite 
as economical to have a summer home 
when she wishes as to keep house in the city 
during the hot weather, or to board. She 
has discovered that there are quiet, beauti- 
ful places where she may rent a house for a 
whole season for the same sum a hotelkeep- 
er would charge her for a week’s stay in his 
establishment. She has learned that she 
may build for a thousand dollars, if she has 
60 much, a delightful little cottage which 
will house her family comfortably for ten 
summers and then be sellable. All of these 
discoveries have made the summer home 
more and more common among well-to-do 
people, and it is for the benefit of the host 
of women who are painting floors, 8 
curtains, whitewashing cellars and the like 
at just this season that this page of helpful 
suggestions is published. 

he women who read, mark, learn and 
inwardly digest the information here con- 
tained will receive valuable hints as to the 
decoration and furnishing of every part of 
their hot-weether abode from the all-im- 
portant plazza down to the insignificant 
drawing-room and library. They will learn 
how to set their tables and how to light 
their cottages. Thoughts on cushions will 
be given them and suggestions on tinware. 
Everything which the woman needs to 
know who has better things to do with her 
money than to pay upholsterers large sums 
to do her decorative thinking for is con- 
tained here. 

The bed-rooms of the properly construct- 
ed summer home should approach the con- 
dition of primitive simpliciey as far as pos- 
sible, excepting, perhaps, the guests’ cham- 
bers. A visitor frequently wishes to use 
her sleeping room as a sitting room also, 
and therefore does not enjoy a Spartan se- 
verity of style in furnishings. 

The floors should be bare except for a 
rug before the bed and before the wash- 
stand. They should be painted a dark 
brown and waxed. A brown wood floor 
shows dust with startling rapidity, and as 
dust is particularly unwholesome in a 
sleeping-room the sooner it is seen, and dis- 
posed of the better. The walls are Charming 
if left rough-plastered. The smbvoth, white 
finish is not desirable, being more glaring 
and not so picturesque as the softer tone 
of the unfinished. plaster. Pictures should 
be very few and should be favorites. Noth- 
ing is more maddening than to be in bed 
and gaze upon a multitude of trifling things. 
Two or three photographs of pictures of 
acknowledged merit are enough in the line 
of mural decoration. 

The bedstead should be of iron, painted 
white. The washstand may also be of 
white iron, and may be concealed behind a 
screen in green and white. This screen 
will also serve to keep off draughts. The 
dressing table may be a home-made box 
affair, with white muslin frills and a glass 
above, or an elaborate purchased article. 
That will depend upon the home-maker's 
purse.
